ROTATtON OF CROPa 


Some New Light on »n Ajrrlealtunl Toplo 


of Great Intereit. 
,. 


Perhaps this subject engrosses the 


mind of the farmer as much aa any 
other connected with his business. 
Many articles have been written on the 
subject, published in the agricultural 
journals, and discussed by the readers, 
and yet, to-day, many farmers are un- 
decided as to which is the most success- 
ful course for them to pursue. In 
selecting a course for myself I bore in 
mind the fact that manure was of tho 
most importance on the corn and root 
crops, from the fact that the roots ol 
corn go deeper than those of other 
crops in my rotation. I therefore star! 
out with corn the first yenr with all tho 
manure, spread from the wagon, (not 
dumped in piles to leach out for a 
mouth or more, and then scattered) be- 
fore plowing. 
Then after corn has 


been gathered I plow in the fall, ii 
weather wifl permit, and sow in the 
spring to oats. After this crop is off, 
I seed it to wheat and clover. 
After 


allowing it to remain in clover two 
years I put it into wheat a second time, 
allowing all the fall crop of clover to 
remain and be turned in, and after 
.wheat this time, I return to corn as in 
the start. 
: By this system, as the manure is 
turned under for corn, its roots gener- 
ally find a portion, and when the pieco 
is plowed for oats the rest of the ma- 
nure comes to the surface to benefit the 
oats. After the wheat, which follows 
oats, the clover sowed with or upon it 
is out the following spring and fall, but 
the second fall I plow tho second crop 
of clover to get as large as can be 
turned under for the next crop ol 
wheat. Some years it may be best to 
allow the seed to be taken from the 
clover, with success depending on suit- 
able weather for threshing; but upon 
the whole, in a series of years, Ibeliere 
the additional quantity of wheat result- 
ing from the green crop plowed undei 
will overbalance the clover seed crop. 
The potatoes being planted the same 
year with the corn, and at the ends ol 
the corn rows, get the full benefit ol 
the manure plowed under. I believe 
potatoes should be planted deep. By 
making four or five hills of potatoes at 
the ends of corn rows it is better to 
turn the team upon in cultivating. 


This system is based upon the fact 


that tho roots of corn and potatoes go 
deep, while those of oats and wheat 
branch out horizontally at no very 
great depth. Consequently by tha 
time I get through the rotation the 
land is in better heart than when I 
commenced.—Cor, Ohio Farmer.

It is the case of the 
People etc., for the use of Logan county, 
against William Toomey et aL Toomey 
was county clerk of Logan county for a 
number of years, his term expiring Dec. 
4,1882. After his term had expired, and 
his successor had qualified and was act- 
ing as clerk, Toomey made out his bill 
for fees earned by him as clerk of the 
court on Dec. 2, and presented it to the 
board of supervisors Dec. 4. On Dec. 9 
the amount of his bill so rendered by 
him for $2,133.78 was paid to him upon 
the order of the board of supervisors. 
The board afterward discovered Toomey 
waa not entitled to the amount paid him 
in the settlement made at the December 
term, and suit was brought upon his offi 
oial bond to recover from the sureties of 
Toomey the amount so paid Mm. The case 
waa tried in Logan county circuit court, 
where a judgment was rendered against 
the county. Upon the appeal to the ap- 
pellate court, third district, this judg- 
ment was affirmed and the case taken by 
the county to the Supreme court, where 
the judgment of the appellate court was 
affirmed: 


The opinion of the court says " Tlie biard of 
supervisors has improperly and through a want 
ot clue care and prudence taken a sum ol money 
out of the county treasury, which ought to have 
been allowed to st,vy there, and placed It In the 
hands of Toomey, who had nought to it,attci 
the expiration of his term of ofllee; and now 
tlut he ictuses to pay back such obligation, 
tlio county of Logan seeks to collect it from 
those who weie sureties on Ills ollicuil bond 
while he was in oflice. lo enforce the collection 
from them under the circumstances would not

WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—The architect for 


the now Catholic university has been selected. 
The plans aro already drawn, und the work 
of its erection will soon be begun. The uni- 
versity is to cost millions, and it will prob- 
ably be the most complete educational insti- 
tution in the United States. It is already 
largely endowed, und the plans indicate that 
no expense is to be spared in its construction. 
It is to comprise (ivo large buildings, the first 
of which will be the Divinity binMlng. This 
will cost $175,000. It will be live stories high, 
will be after the Ronmnesquo style of archi- 
tecture and will be built of brick and atone. It

It is to bo located very near 


tho Soldiurs' homo, and » bettor situation for 
u great school could not bo found. The 
ground Is high and a part of it overlooks the 
city. By tlio time it is built tho university 
will have a close connection with tho city by 
street or ciirilo cars, and in addition to the 
advantages of tho university itself the great 
hcientidc, literary and ait collections of 
Washington will be opened to its students. 


Washington is destined to lieoomo the edu- 


cational center of the United States. It has 
already a number of schools and colleges, and 
there Is no better place in the country for the 
study of science, medicine and tho law. The 
largest medical library In tho world is, I 
think, that of tho surgeon general's office, 
and tho largest general library in the United 
States is the library of congress at tho Capi- 
tol. The scientillo collections of tho Smith- 
sonian institution are surpassed nowhere in 
this country, and lectures on scientific sub- 
jects are given hero froo throughout the year. 
As to the law colleges of Washington, tho most 
eminent lawyers of the country aro hero, and 
tho best of these lecture to tho students. The 
courts aro of every kind, from tho lowest to 
the highest, and tho supreme court of tho 
United States holds open sessions. The gov- 
ernment bcientists aro often lecturers in the 
scientific brunches oC tho great schools here, 
and the number of foreigners in Washington 
in so large tliat good French and German 
teachers aro always to bo found. 
Washing- 


ton, 
in fact, is full of private schools for the 


teaching of tho languages, and the city has 
more Americans who aro conversant with 
tho French and German than any other town 
of its size in the United States. As to Amer- 
ican history and the study ot the duties of an 
American citizen, Washington furnishes a 
splendid school, and no student could fail to 
prodt by his contact hem with public men 
and public questions. 
11') could not fail to 


gain a general idea of tlio workings of the 
govornnont, and would necessarily become 
posted *i the great c]iipstioim of ths day 


Its students are wnite, and Stlira a very toe 
buildiug within a stone's throw of the-treas- 
ury department olid the White House, and in 
the moat fashionable quarter of the city. It 
has a medical school building on H street, 
which was erected for it by Mr. Corcoran, at 
a cost of $40,000, and its law school is held in 
the university building. 


The public schools of Washington are also 


very flue. The colored and white scholars 
have different buildings, and in many of the 
buildings the sexes are separated. It costs 
Washington from between a quarter to a half 
minion of dollars a year for its schools, and 
about one-third of this is set apart for the- 
colored schools. 
The school buildings are 


among the finest in the United States, 
and 
the Franklin school building, on 


Franklin square, took a medal at the 
Vienna exposition, being one of the finest 
school buildings in the world. The Jefferson 
school buildiug will accommodate 1,200 pu- 
pils and it is named after President Jefferson, 
who was, just before his presidency, a mem- 
ber of the Washington school board. At this 
time the school fund of Washington came 
from the taxes on slaves, dogs, liquors, bill- 
iard tables and peddlers, as levied in Wash- 
ington city, and in 1820 the schools were sup- 
ported by lottery. There is now a school tax, 
and the teachers get their salaries by going to 
tho treasury department for them at tho last 
of the month. They form in line and take 
their turn in going past the window of the 
cosh room.

contain its :10,000 volumes. Among the.se are 
someot the rarest mmuiscripts in tlio coun- 
try, and thero aro threw winch date back 
beyond A. 1). MHO 
Ono huudicd of the vol- 


umes were printed between MOO and 1520, 
and the shelves contain many ruru ami cu- 
rious works. Just below this university is 
the Georgetown convent, one of the noted fe- 
male seminaries ol1 the Catholic church, and 
besido it is tho Georgetown academy. 
In 


these schools many of tha fashionable society 
ladies of Washington were educated, and they 
aro seldom without tho daughters of many 
public men among their pupils. The Catholic 
society of Washington is a largo and fashion- 
able one. Tho majority of tho diplomats at- 
tend the Catholic church. Uen. Shurldanisa 
Catholic, Sirs. Uen Sherman is a member or 
Bt. Matthew's, and Mi's. Admiral Dahlgran 
is one oC tlio leaders of the Catholic society of 
Washington. 
There are twelve Catholic 


churches hero, and one of these is colored. 


Washington has one of the most noted 


colored colleges of the country, and it lias one 
of tho most noted deaf and dumb bchools in 
tho world 
The Howard university, devoted
